BOUNTIES FOB SHIP BUILDING.
Mr. fioutwell introduced a bill to increasethe efficiency of the Navy and promotethe maritime interests of the United

States. Ordered to be printed and lie
upon the table.

on ship building as follows: The Secretaryot the Treasury is to offer a bounty
of not more than $8 per ton, to be paid
each year for a period of five years, for
the construction in the United States of
iron steamships of not less than 10,000
lous each, not exceeding 500,000 tons, in
the aggregate, not more than)100,000 tons
to be authorized in any one year, said
ships to be employed exclusively in foreigntrade. Proposals are to be received
